General Solicitor Dodd of 
t Standard Company believes 
that the stock market has suffered, and 
is suffering. from too much Sherman 
law. and an interpretation of it not in 
accord with the intention of ite au- 
thors. His hope is in revision of the 
law, and of conservative action by the 
guvernment under it, until re- 
vision comés. Former Secretary Gage 
is not surprised that Mr. Dodd places 
great importance upon the Sherman 
law, but views it as baneful under 


‘}the new interpretation, only because 


this interpretation has introduced an 
element of uncertainty. Uncertainty, 
he holds, is always a ber to the wid- 
est possible financial and commercial 
operation. 

Mr. Dodd says: “I am not a finan- 
cler, nor am I an expert in stock op- 
eration: IT am just a plain lawyer. So 
my views may not be of the practical 
kind. But it does not seem necessary 
to seek very far for the cause of dull- 
ness in the stock market, nor to pos- 
sees great business acumen to find it. 

“In my humble opinion, there will 
be little permanent i nt in 
the stock market until the attitude of 
the United States government toward 
the great business enterprises of the 


[country ts better understood. 


“No good can come to the security 
market from failure to recognize its 
aliments. It is suffering from too 
much Sherman law: or, perhaps, I 
ought to say. from the extreme con- 
scruction which the courts have seen 
fit to place Gpon this law. The courts 
hoid practically that any commercial 
combine i# a combine in restraint of 
trade, and that any combination in re- 
straint of trade is a violation of the 
Sherman lat. any commercial 
combination is a violation of the Sher- 
man law. 

“Former interpretations placed the 
Sherman law in opposition to harmful 
combinations, but these recent inter- 
pretations of the law make no  dis- 
criminations between harmful, and any 
other kind of commercia! combinations. 

“These decisions put it in the power 
of one man to tle up at will all the 
great commercial enterprises in the 
country. This is an enormous power to 
give to one man. When this is under. 
stood by the American peopi¢, I think 
they will agree with me that 
Sherman law requires amendment.”

Latest Scheme to Tax Merchants for 
Benefit of Third Parties—Like Trading 
Stamp Nuisance. 

It is an off day when some new 
scheme is not evolved for the purpose 
of “bleeding” the Los Angeles mer- 
chants. Numerous are the genteel 
hold-ups, that the business man can 
scarcely avoid, but the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association is en- 
deavoring to stand as a buffer be- 
tween the business man and the rank 
fakes that continually spring up and 
demand -a hand-out from legitimate 
business concerns. 

The latest scheme is the “discount 
check” proposition. The Merchants

OLD JOHN’ DIED 


THE HARNESS. 


JOHN,” veteran of 
the civil service, with one of the 
longest and proudest records of 

any employé or ex-empioyé of the city, 

dropped dead while working day be- 
fore yesterday on Fifth street, be- 
tween Spring and Main.

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GEOLOGICAL SURVEY TO CXAMINE 
COAST COUNTRY. 


Lack of Transportation Facilities Has 
Retarded Development—Standard Oil 
Company's Pipe Line Problem Excit- 
ing Much Interest—Activity in Sunset. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.} One of the most important 
features of the work of the Geological 
Survey in Alaska this year will be 
ascertaining that the prospects are 
for converting certain sections alon 
the coast into oil-producing fields. T 
localities are to be prospected. One 
takes in the Controller Bay district, 
just east of Copper River, and another 
is on the shores of Cook's Inlet and 
along the shore of Southwest Alaska. 
Very little definite information regard- 
ing the existence of petroleum there 
exists at present, but it is known there 
is at least one producing well. 

There has been extensive prospect- 
ing for oll there by private parties, 
and several thousand people are said 
to have gone there this year with bor- 
ing outfits. Coal has also been found, 
as is usually the case where petroleum 
is located. Investigations this sum- 
mer will cover the occurrences of coal 
as well as of oil. Coal has never Deen 
taken out for commercial purposes. 
The chief difficulty has been the lack 
of proper harbor facilities, particular- 
ly in the Controller Bay. The coast 
is shelving for a great distance out 
so that it is practically impossible for 
deep-draught vessels to get anywhere 
near the coast. 

Advices from Alaska indicate that 
people who went in there several 
years ago to look for gold have since 
turned their attention to other money- 
making pursuits. Many of them have 
gone into the business of raising cat- 
tle. while others have gone into the 
fishing industry. The output of Alas- 
kan salmon is as valuable as the year- 
ly gold product, each being worth 
about $8,000,000 a year. Now that the 
gold deposits are running low, miners 
are paying attention to the heretofore 
neglected copper deposits. There will 
be much activity in the extreme south- 
ern part of Alaska in the production 
of copper. Deposits of this metal are 
found in the interior also, and when 
the transportation facilities are im- 
they will doubtless be devel-

MADE NEAR PEARCE.

SILVINITE ORE GOING THOUSANDS 
TO TON UNCOVERED. 


Hundreds of Claims Near Discovery 
Staked Off—Company Organised to 
Develop Copper Deposits of San Ber- 
nardino County—Mining Congress In- 
corporated. 


“Tt will go $5000 to the ton.” said 
Walter McConnell of Phoenix, referring 
to a new find near Pearce, Ariz., yes- 
terday. 

The man from Arizon@ noted the 
raising of the eyebrows and promptly 
hedged.-“Well, it’s a remarkably good 
strike, anyway,” he said. 

According to Mr. McConnell, four 
miles east of Pearce three miners have 
uncovered a silvinite ore that carries 
high values in gold and sliver, assay 
returns showing values of from $100 to 
$5000 to the ton. 

The discovery was made in a part 
of the country where there are few 
indications of richness, and the ore 
was uncovered in a shaft that has dnly 
reached a depth of less than 100 feet. 
Since the find there has been a grand 
rush for holdings and miles of terri- 
tory have been staked off. Several 
tons of ore have been taken out, and 
the returns would indicate that some- 
thing really out of the usual line has 
been found. 

The Commonwealth mine at Pearce, 
Mr. McConnell states, is in full opera- 
tion, and that t grade of ore 
handled is rema ble for its richness.

UR FOREIGN TRADE. 

A recent publication of the Bureau 
of Statistics of the Treasury Depart- 
ment shows, in a somewhat striking 
manner, the. increase in the volume 
of out trade during the past 
thirty-fWod years, or from 1870 to 1902. 
The total volume of our imports in 
1870 amounted to $436,000,000. In 
1902, the aggregate was $903,000,000, 
an. inerease of $467,000,000. During 
the same period (minus ome year) the 
imports of Great Britain rose from 
$1,259,000,000, in 1870, to $2,210,000,000, 
in 1901, an increase of $951,000,000, 
(the figures for 1902, not being avail- 
able.) The imports of Germany, which 
amounted to $775,000,000 in 1870, had in- 
creased to $1,290,000,000, in 1901,—an 
increase of $515,000,000. Franee, dur- 
ing the same time, increased her im- 
ports by §$290,000,000, or from §$553.- 
000,000 in 1870, to $843,000,000 in 1901. 

The most remarkable gain in im- 
ports is credited to the Netherlands, 
which increased its imports from $187,- 
000,000 in 1870, to $818,000,000 in 1901. 
This is an increase of considerably 
over 300 per cent., which is certainly 
a remarkabie achievement, even for 
so enterprising a nation of traders as 
Holland, : 

In the matter of exports the in- 
crease in our transactions has been 
even more remarkabie than the in- 
crease of our imports. In 1870, we sent 
abroad merchandise to the value of 
about $376,000,000, or $60,000,000 less 
than our imports; whereas, our ex- 
ports for the yéar 1902, aggregated 
$1,355,000000. The exports of Great 
Britain for the year 1901, were valued 
at $1,363,000,000; those of Germany. 
at $1,290,000,000; those of France at 
$774,000,000. 

From these figures it appears that 
we have more than held our own with 
our competitors in the world’s mar- 
kets during the past thirty-odd years. 
We can continue to hold our own 
only so long as conditiofis are favor- 
able to the development of American 
inventive genius and the profitable ex- 


of ploitation of American capita). The 


tendencies of the past few years, in 
the industrial world, have not been 
altogether favorable in this regard. 
Enormous consolidations capital, 
on the one hand, and ex combi- 
nations of labor on the other, have 
tended to stifle competition, to repress 
individual development on the part of 
the worker, to discourage invention, 
and to hamper industria! progress. Un- 
less some way shal! be found to check 
these hurtful tendencies, our industria! 
supremacy will be seriously menaced 
in the not distant future, if our prog- 
ress be not altogther stopped.

Advices from Bogota tel! of 
dissensions in the Cabinet, presumably 
on account of the treaty and of the 
resignation of Gen. Fernandez, Min- 
ister of State. Some of the newspa- 
pers of Bogota are conducting a vig- 
orous campeign against the treaty, 
and from private letters ved re- 
cently at Colon it appears t “even 
a certain number of the government 
officers are wavering in their adherence 
to the treaty, and prophesy its rejec- 
tion by the Colombian Congress in its 
present form.” 

While it is probable that these re- 
ports are more or less exaggerated, 
there is no doubt that a great deal of 
opposition to the ratification of the 
treaty has developed in Colombie. 
Just what proportion of this opposi- 
tion is real and what proportion is 
spurious will not be known definitely. 
perhaps, until efter the treaty shall 
have been brought formally before 
the Colombian Congress. At present 
there are good reasons for believing 
that a considerable part of the oppos!- 
tion is pretended rather than real, and 
is designed primarily to force the 
Panama Canal Company to psy to 
Colombia a portion of the $40,000,000 
which the United States is to pay for 
the property and franchise of that 
company. 

Leading officials of our government 
take this view of the matter. At the 
same time, they are discussing the 
advisability of again taking up the 
Nicaragua route as a solytion of the 
cana) problem, in case the opposition 
to the completion of the Panama canal 
should prove so formidable as to pre- 
vent the ratification of the pending 
treaty. Secretary Hey has had con- 
ferences, within the past, week, with 
the Costa Rican and 
ministers In Washington 
gubject. Those representatives are 
naturally reluctant, however, to re- 
open the question of the Nicaragua

Bishop Johnson Doesn't Like 

Name, Bul Depiores Haste. 

Warm Debate in Diocesan Con- 
vention Yeslerday— 
Offices for the B.shop. 


In the Episcopal convention of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, which met for 
its first business session yesterday af- 
ternoon, there waa no preliminary fir- 
ing before the @elegates were in the 
midst of a hot debate. The very first 
item of business presented was the re- 
port of the Commit‘ee on Canons, to 
which hod been referred certain pro- 
posed amendments to the canons of the 
church, by the diocesan convention of 
last year. The only one of these call- 
ing out controversy was the insertion 
of the word “baptized,” among the 
qualifications entitling a member to 
vote, and after a bot debate the amend- 
ment was adopted. 

There are present at the convention, 
which is in session In St. Paul's Pro- 
Cathedral, forty clergymen, represent- 
ing forty-two parishes; each parish ts 
entitled to five delegates in addition to 
the clerical delegate, and many of these 
are on hand, making a very full repre- 
sentation of the whole diocese. The 
convention is presided over by Bishop 
Joseph H. Johneon, and the other of- 
ficers are as follows: Secretary. Fev. 
M. C. Dotten, Riverside: assistant 
secretary, Rev. Alfred Fletcher, Co- 
vina; treasurer, W. C. Mushet, Los An- 
geles; registrar, Rev. Henderson Judd, 
Los Angeles.

The committ to which thie wae 
handed by the qear's convention, 
yesterday reported in favor of its adop- 
tion as a part of the law of this dio- 
cese. 


Dr. George Phomas Dowling, rector

speech of the convention in opposi- 
tion to the pro amendment. He 
contended that it was unfair to a large 
number of contributing members who 
had become members of various par- 
ishes under the old regulation. He 
said that it was not exceptional in 
churches to give a voice to members who 
were not baptized, and mentioned the 
Congregational and Baptist churches as 
having an identical regulation. 
“I believe,” said Dr. Dowling, “that 
the framers of canons of our 
church knew what they were 
and precedent is all on our side, 
any other interpretation had been put 
upon it hundreds of our parishes would 
not now exist. 
Rev. J. D. H. Browne of Santa Mon- 
fea, the father of the amendment, was 
next on hig feet, eager to take up the 
cudgel for his pet proposition.

THE GREATER QUESTION. 

Following several other routine mat- 
ters, the clerk read the communica- 
tion frem the general convention, call- 
ing for an expression of each diocese 
upon the much-agitated question of 
making a change in the name of the 
church. It was asked that expres- 
sion be given not only as to whether 
any change should be made, but what 
that change should be. Nothing was 
suggested in this latter respect, but 
ut is known that at least three changes 
are revolving in the minds of members 
of the church.

Twice efforts were made to 
get this through, but both times it was 
laid on the table, the vote being, s°0 
close that the bishop was compel to 
call for a rising vote to decide the mat- 
ter. When he had been heard upon 
the question, however, after a brief 
spasmodic effort, all opposition to the 
propoced plan of referring the whole 
thing to a special committee to report 
a year hence. disappeared. 

Bishop Johnson approached the ques- 
tion wtih a good dea) of diplomacy, 
saying:

BRAVE WORDS FROM 
THE NATION'S CHIEF. 

The sterling Americanism of the 
President has been illustrated and 
emphasized in many ways, but in s0 
way has it been more clearly indi- 
cated than in the vigorous and 
patriotic language which he has em- 
ployed in condemnation of those who 
seek to stir up class antagonisms. The 
President has no use for the profes- 
sional agitator, the political charia- 
tan, and other disturbers of the in- 
dustrial peace. He believes in equal 
rights and equal justice as between 
man and man. He does not hesitate 
to express his sentiments in plain, un- 
mistakable lanuage, when there is 
oecasion for so doing. 

Agitators and jawsmiths, who prey 
upon labor and thrive only by indus- 
trial strife, will find little encourage- 
ment in the views expressed by the 
President. whenever he has touched 
upon industrial problems. He has 
spoken in clear and ringing tones for 
freedom and justice; hence & is not 
in the least probable that his views 
will be approved by the fomenters of 
strife. who rely for success upon 
coercion and injustice. 

When the President was at River- 
side a member of a labor organization 
approached him and asked—‘What 
message shail | bear to organized la- 
bor?” Without an instant'’s hesitation 
the President replied: “Tell organized 
labor it shall have a #quare deal, the 
rame as unorganized labor, and the 
same as capital.” This answer defines, 
as lucidly as words can define, the 
President's attitude on the industria! 
problem. It is the right attitude. it 
is the only attitude consistent with 
justice and equality before the law. It 
is the only attitude consistent with 
true Americanism. It is the only at- 
titude which is im harmony with 
American institutions and American 
principles. 

In the address at Redlands, on 
Thursday, May 7, the President de- 
clared that “the worst American—the 
genuine traitor to his country—is the 
man who would inflame either section 
against section or class against class.” 
Also that “good laws can do much. 
Good administration of the law can 
do much. We must have both.” Fur- 
ther on in the same address, the Presi- 
dent said: “Law can and must secure 
justice—justice to the rich and to the 
poor alike; to the map in the coun- 
try, and the man in the town; justice 
alike to all-—-to prevent any one from 
wronging his fellow, and to safeguard 
him from wrong in returns.” 

4. San José on Monday the Presi- 
dent expressed, even more explicitly, 
the sentiments conveyed in the 
language above quoted. He said: 

“No man is a good American—I 
could put it stronger—the worst 
enemy of American institutions is the 
mah who seeks to excite one set of 
Americans against their fellow-Ameri- 
cans. [Cheers and applause.) And it mat- 
ters nothing whether the appeal is 
made in the fancied interest of «a 
class, of a creed, or of a section, the 
man is a traitor to our institutions 
and spirit who makes it. We can make 


proceeding in accordance with its 
fundamental proposition and treat- 
ing each man, northerner or south- 
erner, easterner or westerner, what- 
ever his birthplace, whatever his 
creed, his occupation, his means, as a 
man, and as nothing else. [ Applause.) 

“T believe in you; I believe in the fu- 
ture of this State; I believe in the fu- 
ture of this nation, because I am sure 
that ultimately, no matter what may 
be any temporary swerving, our people 
will consent to ho other base for the 
management of this government. and 
will insist invariably in the long run 
that we remain true to the principles 
of those who, with Washington.

who. with Lincoln, preserved the gov- 
ernment and made this a nation of free- 
men, each guaranteed his rights. each 
prevented from wronging any one 
else, and each assured of his being 
treated exactly as his conduct entities 
bim to be treated.”

TREET SPRINKLING. 

The question of street sprinkling 
is before the City Council, in the form 
of a motion that the City Attorney be 
instructed to prepare specifications 
for the readvertisement of the con- 
tract, which will soon expire. The 
Council will do well to consider, this 
question very carefully, in all its 
bearings, before taking fina! action. 
The street-sprinkling contract has 
never been carried out satisfactorily, 
‘nor according to specifications. It 
seems abeurd, and a neediess wasie 
of the public funds, to go on letting 
this important contract year after 
year upon terms which are not lived 
up to by the contractor. The con- 
tract plan having failed so signally, 
it would seem to be about time to try 
some other plan which would give 
promise of better results. 

Three-fourths of the property-own- 
ers of the city are disgusted at the 
ineficiency of the street-sprinkling 
service. The contractor who has had 
the work for some years has com- 
plained that he has lost money on the 
contract. If this be true, he should 
be only too glad to relinquish it. At 
all events, the Counci] could not do 
& more unpopular thing than to reiet 
the contract upon terms similar to 
those which have prevailed for some 
years past. The public is entitled to 
relief from what has been a continu- 
ing evil. ° 

Probably the mest practical solution 
would be—as The Times has pointed 
out in former articles—to withhold 
altogether the contraci for the entire 
work, and to place the street-sprin- 
kling under the direct control and 
supervision of the Superintendent of 
Streets. The latter could employ men 
to do the work, requiring each one 
to furnish his. own sprinkling wagon 
and to look after a district not so 
large that he would be unable to cover 
it properly. This plan, once put into 
operation, would undoubtedly prove 
far more satisfactory than the present 
pian of letting the contract for the 
entire work to one firm. 

If the Councilmen are actuated by a 
desire to serve the interests of the 
people rather than the interests of 
contractors, they will af least make 
an effort to secure a greater degree of 
efficiency in tue performance of this 
bighly-important municipal service.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Dr. Thomas 
Herran, Colombian Charge d Affaires 
here, today said that he had not been 
advised by his government that Presi- 
dent Merroquin had resigned, as re- 
ported in dispatches from Panama. 

If it shall appear shortly that the 
Colombian government is disposed to 
dgfer final action beyond the “reason- 
able time” mentioned in the Spooner 
act, the State Department will at once 
endeavor to reopen negotiations with 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica with a view 
to securing control of the route for a 
canal through those countries. In fact, 
Secretary Hay has already within the 
week talked with the Nicaraguan and 
Costa Rican ministers. There was s0 
much ili-feeling caused in Nicaragua 
by the dropping of the Nicaragua route 
after the protocols had been drawn up. 
looking to its acquisition, that the resi- 
dent ministers of the two countries 
here are reluctant to take up the sub- 
ject again, without an express agree- 
ment that they are not to be used to 
club the Colombian government into 
terms. 

The officials here, however, feel very 
confident that it will net be necessary 
to resort again to the Nicaraguan 
route, for they believe that the pres- 
ent difficulties in the Panama negotia- 
tions are solely attributable to efforts 
on the part of the Colombians to make 
the most of the opportunity to induce 
the Panama Canal Company to divide 
with it some part of the $40,000,000 to 
be received by the company from the 
United States.
